DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment of claim 2 obviates the previously outstanding 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection 
and places the claim in condition for allowance. Claims 1 and 3-20 were previously 
allowed and remain allowable. Regarding claim 21 , Applicant's arguments filed 
November 19, 2010 are persuasive (see pages 15 and 16) and overcome the previous 
1 03 rejection. The prior art fails to show or teach a method for storing and transporting 
a reformer exercise apparatus, the apparatus having the recited structure and the 
method comprising folding the reformer frame as claimed, particularly the steps of lifting 
a portion of the frame from a point near the center of a rail and providing a 
counterbalance mechanism as recited.
